MARKET REACTS 
TO SELLING 


Washington, Aug. 25.—Two former 
Republican governors, Henry J. Al­ 
len, of Kansas, and Samuel H. Mc- 
lvelvie, of Nebraska, 
question 
the 
wisdom of political cures for agri­ 
cultural ills in articles appearing in 
the September issue of the Nation’s 
Business, official organ of the Cham­ 
ber of Commerce 
of 
the 
United 
States. 
Mr. Allen declared that conditions 
elsewhere and cited specific examples 
in Iowa were not typical of those 
of prosperity among farmers in Kan­ 
sas, while Mr. McKelvie said he was 
not one of those who believed that 
“unless the strong arm of the gov­ 
ernment intervenes, 
the 
farm er is 
headed for the bow-wows.” 
The present condition of the Iowa 
farmer, says Mr. Allen, “is not the 
result of poor crops and bad prices,” 
but is the “reaction from a giant 
speculation in real estate,” 
which 
cannot be cured by law. 
“There is no legislative remedy for 
a bursted boom,” he asserts, adding 
that time necessary 
for 
readjust­ 
ments is “nature’s only remedy.” 
“There is only one immediate rem­ 
edy for Iowa farm ers, to wit, another 
World W ar,” he continues. 
“The 
$375,000,000 of subsidy proposed by 
the Haugen bill wouldn’t be a drop 
in the bucket. 
S o m ^ o f it would 
have to go to other states anyway. 
“The loan proposed by the Tincher 
bill would be an aggravation, 
al­ 
though, of course, the passage of 
.tither one of these bills would be 
good for the political morale, and the 
professional 
frncndo-a #1 -the farm er 
could point to it aha say, 
‘We’ve 
saved you again.’ ” 
The disposition of the surplus, says 
Mr. McKclvic, is “indeed an impor­ 
tant problem for the farm er to solve, 
and when I say farm er I mean exact­ 
ly that. 
It may be expedient for 
the government to try to solve it, but 
it certainly is not sound economical­ 
ly. 
The most the government can 
do is to help the sovereign citizen tit 
help himself, bearing in mind that, 
when the sovereignty is violated, the 
citizen becomes a dependent, a men­ 
dicant or, what is worse, a member 
of the Communistic state.

Los Angeles, Aug. 25.—A parachute 
large enough to bring a stricken air­ 
plane safely to the ground was dem­ 
onstrated here yesterday by R. Carl 
Oelget formerly a naval air pilot, Who 
staked his life on the success of tho 
invention. 
At an altitude of 2,500 feet Oelge 
killed his engine, cut loose the great 
parachute folded on top of his air­ 
plane, and let the machine drop. 
The airplane came down steadily, 
drifting from Inglewood Field, where 
it took the air, toward El Segundo,r- 
and as it neared the ground about j 
three miles from the starting point, 
began to oscillate. 
The airplane and 
parachute finally came to rest on a i 
hillside and Oelge hopped out none 
the worse for his experience. 
Only 
a propeller blade and the running 
gear on the plane were damaged, due, 
observers said, to the fact that the 
descent was made on sloping ground. 
The parachute, which measures fifty 
feet in diameter, is the invention of 
Harry A. Doucett, chief machinist’s 
mate, United States Navy, stationed 
at the naval air bas© at North Island. 
San Diego.
